Hankſgiving is all the Tribute we can pay 

to Heaven; and tis ſo eafie a Return for 

. our Beings, and the many Comforts we re- 
ceive from thence, that he is very inex 

cuſable, and unworthy the Mercies he re- 

 ceives, who is backward in ſo eaſie an Acknowledg- 
' ment: Aexce the whole World has ever look'd on 
It, as the ſecureſt way for continuing their preſent, 
and procuring new Bleſhngs, to own God to be 
the Author of them ;, and to expreſs their Grati- 
tude. in Zymns and Sacrifices, and in other 4s of 
A 4 Devotion 
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Devotion and Thanksgiving: As appears not only 
frem the People of God in the 014 Te/tament, but:

This Pſalm is a ſolemn Form, uſed by the Fewiſh 
Church on ſuch occaſions. *'Tis nut material to ex- 
plain to you the firſt occ:ſfion of its being made; _ | 
it ſufficiently appears from my Text ( which is the 
IntroduQion to it,) that ic was deſigned, as a So- 
Jemn Return of Praiſe to God, for Redeeming the 
Ifrazlites from Captivity; for delivering them from 
their Enemies; and bringing them back to their 
own Country, whence they had been driven by 
Violence and: Oppreſſion, ver. 39. 40. 

Now this is ſo exa@ly Our Caſe, and the deſign of 
- our preſent Meeting ; that I think there is no more 
Incumbent on me, than to endeavour to beget.im- you 
a due ſenſe of it, and to ftir you up to-an: hearty 
Acknowledgment of Gods preſent Mercies to ' us : 
And I promiſe my ſelf ſome Succeſs in this Under-. 
taking, and that the Confideration 'of the follow- 
ing Particulars will make the ſame Impreſſion on 
every body concerned, as they have done on me.. _

You all have ſuffered ſo much by this Defign ; 
and the Memory of your Dangers and Deliverance 
from it, is ſo freſh before you; that I need not 
trouble you with the Particulars of it : *Twas, in 
ſhort, to deſtroy you and your Religion, and enflave 
all Europe under the Tyranny of the French X ing. 

[. The Depth of this Deſign appears: 1/. From 
the length of Time, wherein it has bees forming and car- 
rying on. Some, and not without Reaſon, date it 
from- the very beginning of the Reformation; ſome 
from the Refſtauration of the Royat Family, and 
ſome from the Pyrenean Peace ;, but as it immediate- 
ly concerns theſe Kingdoms, we can trace it by ma- 
ny Footſteps from the year 1670. fince which Time, 
not only we, but al} Europe have groaned under the 
Fatal Effects of it» As to this Kingdom of Ireland, 
we find a Scheme of it laid down at large, in a Pa- 


_ per formerly found in the Earl of TyrconeP's Houſe, 


{ then Collonel 7ai5ot ) dated Fuly 1671. Suppoſed 
to be drawn up by his Brother Peter Talbot, then 
Titular Arch- bifhop of Dublin, and accidentally 
dropt about that Time. Several Copies of: which, 
have for many years been in Proteſtants hands. | In 
this Paper are propoſe] the Modelling the Army; 
the admitting Papiſtz into Corporations ;, the bring - 
ing them to ſerve in Czvi and Mrlitary Employments ; 
and the railing a va/# Army of thein, - to be tranſpor- 
ted into England on occaſion. 

One Particular in this Paper is Remarkable 'tisin 
thele Words : ** The Toleration of the Roman C atholick

© with France, which can influence England, as Scot=

we lee that the De/izn was to make the King abſolute :

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And the Means propoſed, Toleration of Popery, a War 
with Zolland, and a-League with Fraxce ;, all which 
were at that time put in prattice, and have been pro- 
ſecuted vigorouſly to this day- 

But 24ly, We ſhall better underſtand the Depth 
of this Deſign againſt us, if we refle& on the Po- 
wer, Policy, and Number of the Perſons engaged. 
The Power and Money of France: the Cunning and 
Craft of the Feſuits; the numerous and bigotted 
Roman Clergy :, the Wealth and Arms of England, 
were all to be employed to our Ruin. The indi- 
gent and deſperate Papiffs of Ireland were to be 
Armed, and let looſe upon us; The common Ene«. 
my of the Chriftians, the Turk, and Ravaging Tar- 
#4rs. were called into Chriſtendom , to promote 
this Deſign, and their deftruttive Methods of ma- 
naging Wars by univerſal Slaughters, Zavock,, and 

 Burnings, brought into Prattice by the more Unchri- 
fian French : And to Crown their Deſign for the 
neral Slavery and Deſolation of Europe, Prote- 
Hanes were cajolled , bribed or compelled to fight 
againſt, perſecute and devour one anotker. All which 
might be proved by undeniable Inftances, if this 
Sermon were deſigned for a Hiſtory. | 

But 3dly, We may have a further 1dea of the 
"Depth of this Contrivance , from which God has 
hitherto delivered us, if we confider the Methods 
wſed for effefting it : Had it been hatched in Hell, 
it could not have been more a Myſtery of Iniqui- 
ty than it was; more Black and Villainons Means 
could not have been applied to bring it to Per- 
feion, 

For 1//. We find Wicked, and Treacherous Leagues 
and Conſpiracies entred into, in order to carry it 
on: One of which is more eſpecially Notorious. 
and Remarkable for its Felly and Falſbood, A Log

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ſo contrary to all Sence, as well as Fazth, that the 
great Princes concerned in 1t, are yet aſhamed to 
own it, a League (o miſchievous to Europ? in ge- 
neral, and ſo deſtruftive to England in particular, 
that it has brought them to the very Brink of De» 
fruftion : And it is only God's Miraculous Provi- 
dence that could, or yet can preſerve them ;, a 
League that broke the BaWance of Europe, ſo care- 
fully preſerved by our wiſe Fore-Fathers, and by 
that means has advanced one, by deprefing and /nk- 
ing all the reſt. This is that Fatal Confederacy with 
France, propoſed in the Fore - mentioned Paper : 
Theſe are the Engagements of Friendſhip and Allie 
ance, which Monfteur D' Avaux the French Am- 
bafſador, tells the States of Zolland, in his Memo» 
rial of September the gth, 1683. The King bis 
Maſter had with the Kirg of Great Britain, This 
is the ſecret Treaty Abbot Primi tells us, ts 
Britannich 7ajeſty ſeened in the Tear 1670, where- 
by be ſhould have ſecured 10 him an abſolute Autho« 
rity over his Parliament, and the Re-eſtablifhment of 
the Roman Catholick Religion in his Three K ing-+ 
doms This is the Alliznce with France, which 
Moloony the Popiſh Biſhop of X7laloo, in a Lets» 
ter of his to Biſhop Tyre/l of March $th. 1639: 
C the Original whereof was found amongſt the 
Biſhops Papers, and is ready to be produced ) is 
lo very angry that ſome Trimmers ( as he calleth 
them ) ohliged King james to diſown:;, and this is 
the very Source and Fountain of all the preſent 
Calamities of Europe, but more particularly of 
Ours. 

A ſecond Method of carrying on of this Conlpiracy 
to Ruin us, was, by corrupting Miniſters, by grant- 
ng, large Penſions, and 7uliiplying Bribes. I wiſh 
this means of promoting this wicked. Deſign had 

fropped 
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ſtopped at Miniſters, and that the Honour of Princes 
had ſet them above the Suſpition of taking Bribes; 
for we are willing to think that it ſhould be þbe- 
low the Majeſty of a Crowned Head to turn Pen/7- 
oner, or to ſell his Crown or People for Lewis d' Ors. 
A Third- Means for carrying on this Contrivance 
againſt us, was Murthering and: Peyſoning:; An Art 
too much praiſed of late in ſome Courts. And *tis 
obſervable, that wherever the Life of a Proteſtant, 
ftands between a Papi? and an Inheritance, it is of 
no long continuance; nor. doti) any Prince begin 
to appear vigorous or terrible to France, but he is 
in danger to be-taken off in the Prime of his Age, 
and that not without Suſpicion of Foul Play; wit- 
neſs Prince Zemwis of Brandenburgh, and the Duke of 
Lorrajn,. There js much Gold in France, and there 


 areevery where wicked Men ready to be bribed to 


do any. thing; and *tis not ſuppoſed of ſome that 
they ſcruple much-to make the Experiment what it 
1$ able to-do, | 

But 4thly. Where they. could not Murther Prote- 
Fant Princes, ( it is hard to ſay where they have not 
attempted it) they endeavour to defeat them of their 
Succefion. We 211 are ſatisfied that this was the only 
womb, that conceived a Prince of Wales for. us, and 

ave him a Birth. There was an Attempt of the 
ame kind, in the days of Queen Mary, which did not 
ſucceed to their mind, but Time and Experience make 
Men wiſer; Hence it is, that the Contrivance that 
proved abortive then, did with us come to Perfe#ion ;, 
but in ſuch a manner, that at the ſame rate ( if al- 
lowed ) we might be ſure never to fail of an Heir, 
to defeat a Proteftant Succefor, 

A 5th, Means of promoting this Deſtgn, was, by 
calling the Turk into Exrope, and by ſupporting that. 
common Enemy of Chriſtianjty, to the Ruine of pa © 
tDat 
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that profeſs the Holy Name of Chrif, And the 
French King, that he might embroyl Chriftendom by 
Sea, as well as by Zand, has made his Pride ſtoop 
to his Intereſt, and condeſcended to buy a Peace 
with the Algerines: Covenanting with them, to 
affiſt them in their Pyracies, and their Enſlaving 
Chriſtians. A Man and his Deſigns are known by 
his Friends and Confederates: Now the French 
King's Allies are, the- Banditi of JTtaly, the Pyrates 
of Algiers, the Turks and Tartars of 4/i4, and the 
Tories of Irelind: What a Mercy of God is it, to 
give us a Deliverance from the Conſpiracy and De- 
fttgns of ſuch Monſters. 

The Depth of this D-fign appears from a ſixth Me- 
thod uſed to Effett it, and thas was, to ſtir up and 
Animate one Parry of- Prote/tazts to Bite and Devour 
another, *Tis not bare difference of Opinion that 
makes Men of different Sets, ſo ftrange and un- 
ſociable to one another, as we commonly obſerve 
them to he; but their Strangeneſs and Enmity pro- 
ceeds eicher from Intereſt, or trom ſome peculiar 
Principle that obliges tnem to Perlecute and De- 
firoy all that differ from them, tho* in a Trifle ; 
Where neither of theſe happen, or where Mer 
of different Opinions are not Encouraged, or 
ſuffered to hurt one another, we ſee they live very 
ealily, and lovingly together; Of which Folan# 
is an undeniable Inftance: And likewiſe this City 
under our Late Common Sufferings; in which the 
Generality of Proteſtants, notwithſtanding their 
Difference in Judgment, lived with much Mu» 
tual Confidence and Friendſhip. But it is a Prin- 
Ciple of the Roman Church, that every Prince with= 
in his own Dominions, is obliged to Extirpate, 
and Deſtroy all Z#ereticks: And that under no leſs 
a Penalty than Depoſajon, This is required of 

Princes 
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Princes by the Councils of Zateran and Conſtance, 
and all Pepiſh States, and Princes have been ſo 
True to it in their PraGtice, that ! do not remem- 
ber that there has been, nor believe that there is © 
at this preſent, any Prince or State of that per. 
ſwaſion, who doth Tolerate any Religion befides 
their own, in their Country, where they are able 
to ſuppreſs. it with ſafety to themſelves : And they 
have generally been ſo eager upon it, that many 
have attempted it to their own defſtrudtion. No 
wonder. therefore if their Perſons, and Religion be 
very Qdious to Men of different perſwaſions ;, ſince 
Every body Naturally hates one that is always rea- 
dy todo him a Miſchief, But [ wiſh that they had 
kept this Principle to themſelves, and not induftri- 
* ouſly ſowed it amongſt Proteffants, among whom 
they firſt, by their Emiffaries ſow Fal'e Dodrines, 
and raiſe Scbiſms;, and then ſet up others to Per- 
ſecute, and Deſtroy thoſe whom they themſelves 
bave ſeduced. And when they have prevailed with 
one party to Bate, Worry, and Exaſperate another to 
the Height, they then take them off for a time, put- 
the Rods and Axes into the Hands of the Oppreſed, 
and whil& they yer ſmart under their ſufferings, 
they ſtir them up, and Encourage them to Re- 
venge themſelves on their Perſecutors. By which 
arts they make the breach irreconcilable, and the 
difference, tho inconfiderable in it ſelf, to become 
the ground of an Eternal Schiſm and Feud, between 
the Parties whom they have thus Daſhed againſt one 
another. 

We all know that theſe were the Methods uſed. 
to ſet us together by the Ears, ever fince the Refor- 
mation and in the T'wo laſ# Reigns 'twas particu- 
larly obſervable, that Toleration and Perſecution, 
ſucceeded one another by turgs; and were _ 
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juſt as they ſerved moſt effe@ually to ſet People a 
madding ag1inſt one another. One day the Zams 
muſt all be put in execution, and none muſt be a 
Favourite, that would not be forward to execute 
them ;, the next day the Perſecution muſt not only 
be ſtopped. but the inftruments of it expoſed to the 
revenge of thole they had exaſperated, and forced 
to take their turn in ſuffering, by the AFrons and 
Law-Suits of ſuch as they had wronged. Thus 
the common Conſpirators againſt our Peace, Libeyty, 
and Religion, blew the Coals, and kindled a flame 
amongſt us, that was like to devour us all; And 
'tis God's great Mercy that we have eſcaped it. 
Theſe are a few of thoſe conſiderations which might 
be offered to ſhew the tepth of this Deſign, from 
which our good God has graciouſly redeemed us. 

IT. But 1 haſte to the ſecond Head of my Dif: 
courſe, whence we may have occaſion to magnifie 
God's goodneſs in our Deliverance: and that is 
from the extent of the deſtgn againſt ns, which was 
equal to its Depth, it being of a vaſt and compre- 
henfive Nature. 

The true and great Deſign was, to ſatisfie the 
Ambition of the King of France, by advancing him - 
to the Univerſal Monarchy of the Wef# : England 
might be cullied and wheedled with the imaginary 
pleaſure of Maftering his Parliament, of getting his 
will of bis People, and ſettling Popery ;, Zolland with 
the hopes of Gain and free Trade ; the Pope and 
Emperor, with the ſpecious pretence of re-eftabliſh- 
ing the Catholick Religion; but the true and bot- 
tem deſign was, to enſlaye Europe, and to make 
the French King as great and as pernicious to the 
Weſtern Princes and States, as the Turk has been to 
the Eaffery, And they did not miſs the matter, who 
in the Emblem repreſented theſe two as ſawing the . 

Globe 
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Globe a ſunder, whilſt the King of Englands part was 
to pour in Oy], to make the Work more eafte for 
them: A thing ſo deſtrufive to the true Intereſt of 
his Crown, that it is a Miracle, how he could be pre- 
vailed on to accept of the Employment: much more 
how he ſhould be able to prevail with his Subjeats 
to afhſt him in it. Whatever he pretended of the 
Stubbornneſs or Ungovernableneſs of the People of 
theſe Nations, it certainly argued a- very Paſive and 
Submiſive Temper in them, to give Money lo 1ibe- 
rally, and to Fight ſo fiercely-as they did, to deſtroy 
themſelves ard their Fellow- Proteffants,, to make 
ſport for their common Adverſaries, and ſerve the 
Intereſts of their moſt inveterate and moſt dangerous 
Enemy, the French King. 

Secbndly, The Dzgn was Unzverſal, and aimed 
at the deftrucion and erflaving all the Kingdoms 
and States of Eur:pe:;, no Diſtinttion of Proteſtant or 
Papiſt, Enemy or Ally, AU were equally. devoted to 
Deſtruction in it. 

The Duke of Lorrain was attually turned out of 
his Dukedom: the Prince of Orange ( His Preſent 
Majeſty ) was d: prived of his Principality of Oraxge ; 
the Empire was partly to be g'ven up to the Turs, 
and the remaining Princes were to apply themſelves 
to France for Protettion, and to chuſe his Son Kirg 
of the Romans;, the Dukedom of Savoy was to be 
brought in, under the Notion of Pupiliage :, the Prin- 
ces of /taly were frightned, bought, or wheedled out of 
their ſtrong Holds, and the Keys of their Country 
( ſuch were Caſal.and Guaſtale ) put into French 
hands: Scicily was perſwaded to Rebel, and ſollt- 
cited to ſerve the Spaniard, as they had done-the 
French before in the famous Veſpers; Genoa was to 
be bombed, Zngland bought, and Zoland drowned 
Spain had a barren Queen ( defignedly made (o (as 

many 
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many believe) put upon him, that his Crown might 
fall to France by Succeſſhon:; the Northern King- 
doms, whoſe Cold and Diſtance ſecured them from 
immediate Attempts, were yet taken off from afliſt- 
ing their Neighbours, and brought into ſomething, . 
worſe than a Neutrality. The great Contrivers and 

Managers of theſe, were the French King, the Great 

Turk, and I need not name the Third, in Triumvirate. 

'Tis too much, that we groan yet under the Miſchie- 

vous effefts of their Conſpiracy, which has been no 

leſs pernicious to all Europe, than that of Authony, ' 
Lepidus and Auguftus, was to the Roman Common- 

Wealth. There is no doubt but all theſe have 

been deſazned, attempted, and almof# brought to Perfe- 

Aion within theſe Twenty Years, by ſtrength of this 

Confederacy * And there is not one Prince or State 

in all Exrope, that has not been concerned in the fatal 

effeAs thereof. 

But 34ly,, This Defign was levell:d more imme- 
diately at the Deftruftion of the Proteſtants of Eu- 
rape ;, the Extirpation of the Peftilent Northern Hereſy 
has been long knowa. to be the principal Article in 
it, and was probably the Pretence and Bait, that in- 
duced His Iate Maje/ty to eſpovſe it. He was not 
fonder of being obeyed without Reſerve, than of pro- 
p4gating bis Religion: and perhaps he chiefly defired 
an Asſolute Authority over his SubjeQs, that he might 
compel them to come into the Boſom of his Chuveh. 
What buſineſs had he with a ftanding Army, or nu- 
merous Troops of Dragoons, bat to employ them as 
Miſhonaries, to Convert his Heretical SubjeRs ? 
The Example of France had taught him their uſe; 
and that Dragooning was a much more 'effe&yal way 
to Reconcile Men, than Sermons or Arguments. In 
ſhort, by this Conſpiracy, the Proteſtants of France 
are already deſtroyed; thoſe of Savoy turned out 


of 
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of their Country; thoſe of Zolland have been inva- 
ded, and forced to cover themſelves with their Wa- 
ters; and as for us in /reland, I need not tell you 
how we have been uſed, the leaſt hint is ſufficient 
to refreſh your Memories, and' the Danger we have 
eſcaped, is yet ſo near, that it ſuperſedes all Neceſ- 
fity of a Deſcription. It has been .ſaid of ſome, 
that when they have heen ſhewed "the next morn- 
ing the Danger they eſcaped 7a the night, they hare 
dyed with Apprehenfion. *'T am ſure no Precipice 
can have a mere dreadfal' proſpe& to thoſe that 
ave cxaged it, than our Danger ought to have, 
and 'will have to all that. duly confider , 'and look 
back on it. But God has Redeemed and Saved us 
out of our Enemy's hands He has brought us back 
mto our own Land, and we are now before. him 
this day, to magniftle him for our. Deliverance. 
Let vs therefore join in that which is the. Chorus 
of this Pſalm, 0 that Men would praiſe the Lord for 
bis Goodneſs,. and declare the Wonders be dath for 'the

But. 4zb1y. This Conſpiracy had a peculiar reſpe& 
to the Free States of Europe: 'I'was about the time 
of the entring into this League that famous Saying 
| was applied to Zolland, Delenda eft Carthdgo;, it 
| wasSpretended to be of ill conſequence to Princes and 
Crowned Heads, to let a Common-Wealth be their 
Neighbour, left the fight and example of Liberty 
might influence their People, they combined there- 
fore to deſtroy them, that the Slaves of France 
might not underſtand, that there was a_milder 
. Government in the World, than the Tyranny of 
their Maſteg. . 1f His preſent Majeſty could have 
been prevailed on, to come into the Confederacy, 
he needed_not have ventured his Life to reſcue 
England, and merited a Crown by ſuch MR 
Nn-

Undertakings. He might have been a KT N Gout 
of hand in his own Country, and ſecured of his Suc- 
ceſſion tothe Engliſh Throne; but he fcorned 
Crowns of Zewis's giving, much more one that he 
could not take without injuring his Country, the 
Liberty of- which is due to his Ancefors, and the 
Preſervation of it to #imſelf. But when they could 
not corrupt, they reſolved to deftroy him, and that 
more particularly, becauſe they look'd on him as the 
Patr0n and Defgnder of the Liberty of Europe;to which 
they on all occaſions declared their Enmity. *T is not 
imaginable, with what Paſſion and Zeal their whole 
Party here, uſed to enlarge on the Praifes of an 
Abſolute Government, how impatient they were to 
" hear any one name to them, the Zaws, the Liberty 
of the- Subjets, or a Conmon-wealth, No, the 
King's Will was the only Law they coald endure to 
hear of; and they mightily admired and praiſed 
the ſubmiſive Temper of the Mabometans, that coun- 
ted themſelves happy to be under a Power which, 
when it pleaſed, might preſent them with a Bow- 
String. They did not mince the Matter, but on- 
ly profefled, That they defigned to free the King: 
-from-the Chains of the Laws, and the Pupilage of 
Parliaments: Qr, as the Iriſh Propoſals I mentioned 
before, word it, Make bis Monarchy abſolute andrea. 
The very Terms of the League, according to 
Abbot -Primz, were to ſecure to the King an abſolute 
Authority 'over bis Parliament, and the Re-eftabliſhnent 
of the Roman-C atholick Religion in the Three K ingdoms 
of England, Scotland and Ireland. 

' But, 5tbly. This Confederacy, or rather Conſpira- 
Cy, had a peculiar relation to /relaxd. The great 
Body and Magazine of Men, whoſe Hands were to 
perform this Work in theſe Kingdoms, were to be 
raiſed out of Ireland the Jriſb Propoſals 1 have ſo 

often 
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often mentioned, promiſe 150000, part of them 
were to be the King's. immediate Guards , .part of 
them the fanding Army of Englaxt, and all of them 
the Inſtruments of our Slavery, In order to make 
them conſiderable, and to Wire them to do their 
Work cheerfully, /reland was to be ſeparated from 
the Crown of England, and mace independent on 
it The Poliſh Intereſt in it was to be deftroyed, 
and the Proteſtants, under the Notion of Whigs, Fa4- 
natichs, Cromwelians, roored ont of it. How near 
theſe things were to taking effett, you can all wit- 
neſs. - They were not only defigned and attempted, 
but a&tually, fot the moſt part, executed upon vs ; 
our Eſtates were taken away, and this Kingdom 
cut off from England, by Adts paſt in their late 
pretended P ARLIAME NT) our Houſes were 
filled with Sonldiers and Dragoons, our Churches 
poſſeſſed: by Romrſh Priefts, our Perſons ſhut. up im 
Priſons, '4nd- our Religious Aſſemblies interditted. 
Our Frientls and Relations, our Nobility, Gentry, and 
Clergy, driven for the moft part out of the Kingdom, 
attainted for Life and Eſtates, and an Army ready to 
be trafiſpotted into England, if God had not pnt a 
ſtop to their De//gns, and confounded their Devices. 
| 'Tis by His mercy we are redeemed from the Lands, 
from the North:and from the South, and therefore let 
us give Thanks unto Him, and Praife Him. 

' You ſee then the Extent of this Deſign, thatit took 
In all the Princes and States of * Europe, that if 
i ftruck at-onr Efates, onr Liberty, our Lives, and” 
{tj above all, at our Religion; that it was carryed on 
by many -and powerful hands, and by the moſt ſe- 
|" eret' arid efficacious Methods; And who elſe could 
ij} defeat ſach a Contrivance , or put a ſtop to it, but 

| the ſame God that baunds the Sea with a Heap of ws

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and ſays to the Waves thereof, hither ſhall you come, 
and no farther. 

IT, Which is a proper Introdugion to my third 
Head, The Miraculous Concurrence of Providences for 
our- Deliverance, in breaking this Defgzn ſo deeply laid, 
and vigorouſly proſecuted. Theſe were ſo many, and 
ſo remarkable, that I doubt whether ever any Revo- 
lution was accompauicd with a Chain of ſuch 
ftrarge and unaccountable Accidents, | ſhall men- 
tion only 2 few, that every bedy muft have obſerved, 
and leave you to judge, whether the Finger of 
God muſt not be ackuonledg'd in them. 

Firſt therefore, it was ſtrangely unaccountable, 
that the Pope, who ſcemed to have a great Stake 
and Intereſt in this Dehgn, and as one would ima» : 
gine, was 1noft Ceeply concerned in tke Succeſs of it, 
ſhould upon a trifle, break with the French King, and 
not only defort his Party, but moſt cordially e{pouſe 
the oppoſite {1de; And that the King of France, who 
never -before ſtruck at any thing when Interef} was 
in the cale, upon the Worlds counting it baſe or 
wicked, ſhould refuſe his Ghoſtly Father common 
Juſtice in Matters of ſo little moment, as the Ke- 
gale and Franchiſes. It is plain, that. the Pope has 
Right on his {ide vn both theſe, and that the 
French King, was not much concerned, either in Pro- 
fit or Honour to defend them: The Regale bing a 
new Uſurpation, and the Fraxcbiſes an ancient Nu- 
ſance:; Yet ſo obſtinate have both fides proved in 
the Conteſt, that we hope 'tis become irrecoucilable. 
Now if this had not happened, the Counrer League 
of the Princes of Europe to the French Conſpiracy, 
could hardly have been entred inte or continue !. 
Tis this takes off the Odium from the Emperor .nd 
King of Spain, of afficting His preſent Majeſty to 
redeem England, and deprives the French King of 

the 
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the Advantages he propoſed to himſelf, by decla- 
ring this a War of Religion : It being ridiculons to 

retend a Zoly War againſt the Father and Head of 
is Church. This averſion of 'the Pope to the 
French defigns is, an Obſtacle in the way, that 
neither Zewis nor Fames, can yet get over, tho? 
the one begs hard, and the other offers fair to 
remove it : Having proffered the Pope all that he 
defired at firſt, and to chlige the French Clergy to 
own his Ifalibility into the bargain. 

Thus God ſhews, that the Hearts of Kings are 
in bis Hands ;, that he can- make them /#oop, and 
do mean things, when it will do them no good , 
and obftinate, when yielding would be ſerviceable 
to them. It cannot but be eſteemed a further 
Providence, that two Popes ſhou!d ſucceed one 
another of the ſame humour, (w hich is not com- 
mon) and ſhould perſevere in the ſame Enmity to 


f - France. 


But 2dly, Tt muſt be owned as a /zgnal piece of 
Providence in God, to have raiſed up a man en- 
dued with the Courage, Cloſeneſs, and Aﬀivity of 
his preſent Majeſty, who durſt attempt ſo ftrange 
and (in human prebability ) ſuch an imprattical 
thing as our Deliverance. *Tis a rare thing in the 
World, that one man ſhoukd have the Dexterity to 
Engage, and the Wiſdom to Mawage ſo many Diffe- 
rent Intereſts into a Confederacy, and argues a par- 
ticular Providence. 

3. It was another piece of Divine Ordering, that 
His Majeſty ſhould be ſo particularly 'interefled and 
engaged to undertake this Work, before if was too 
late, and our Deftruttion unavoidable. Tf we hai 
Zone on a few years in the courſe, in which we 
were, in all probability our Condition would have 


become altogether deſperate. But the _— 
| 0 
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of the Conſpirators to cut off Their preſent Mas 
jeſties from all hopes of Succeſſion. to the Crown, 
* made them introduce a Prince of Wales,two or three 
years ſooner than they were. ready for him., They 
knew very well when he appeared, the Perſons con- 
cerned would be provoked to the height, and that 
then, if ever, Their preſent Majeſties muſt appear 
for their Right, and the X'ingdom, for their Delivee 
rance, againſt which They were not as yet prepa- 
red : For they had not- yet ſufficiently trained the 
Iriſh, nor filled the Army in England with Papifts, 
for want of which they were nut able to make 
any Reſiſtance againit the Prince of Orange, having 
awaken&d him, before they were prepared for him, 
and necetirated him to make his Deſcent into Eng- 
land, whiltt the arms were (till for the moſt part in 
the Proteftants Hands, and the Papifts in no capa- 

city to awe them. 
gtbly. The very pretended Birth of the Prince of 
Wales was io ill managed, that it was not ſo much 
as a wel/-contrived Cheat, The very Papif#s com «+ 
plained of it, and that publickly in print. There 
was publiſhed here, (amongſt many others under 
the late Government) a viculent Paper againſt His 
preſent Maje'ty, entituled, England's Cryſts, or the 
World well amended. To give it the greater Credit 
the Author pretends to be a Prote/tant, and the 
Evidence of Truth forced from him this following 
paſſage. One Reaſon of his (the Prince of Orange's) 
Expedition bad at leaſt a ſhewof Fuſtice in the Quarrel, 
1 mean the buſineſs of the Prince of Wales, which I can- 
not but confeſs, ſome People managed, as if they d:{5 gned 
either that we ſhould not believe at all, or if we did, our 
Belief ſhould be as implicit as to Succeff0rs, and Inberi- 
tances bere, as that of the Romantii is in bis expect 4. 
tion of Inberiting the Kingdom of Zeaven bereafccy. 
This. 
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This it is true, they imputed to the Treachery of 
Councellors and Managers : But when their Zealots 
writ, and King Fares permitted (uch Accounts of 
' that matter to be_publiſhed, 'tis a fign the buſineſs 

needed an Apology; © and that by God's juſt 
Judgment on them, their uſual Dexterity failed 
them in it. 

gthly. Tt was a Peculiar Providence in this Aﬀair, 
that King Fames did not adhere determinately to any 
Counſels or 'Connſellors, but did things irreſolutely, 
and by halves. I find Papifts in their Letters to 
him complaining of this, and cautioning him againſt 
it, One entreats him, for Gods ſake not to liften to 
Trimming Coun'ellors, whoſe Averſion 10 his Religion, 
and cunning deſyyn of ſpinning out his' Life with their 
Pian Piano, fut them upon urging to bim, that great 
Alterations are dangerous,. when carried otherwiſe than 
by ſlew and imperceptible degrees. "The ſame tells him, 
T hat nothing cauſes Irreſolution more than a Medley of 
Councellors of a Different Religion from their Prince, 
Yet King Fames could never free him ſelf from this 
Medley: And that is the Reaſon that-his Aﬀtions were 
never of a Piece, and that he commonly ſpoyled 


Thus he ought either not to have brought any 
Iriſh or French into his Army. or made the whole 
entirely Papifts:; he ought either to have accepted 
the French King's Aſſiſtance and Fleet without Re- 

' ſerve, orelſz broken with him altogether, and decla- 
red agzainft him: But by hanging between both, he 
loſt the Aﬀe&ions of his own Subjefts, which might 
have ſupported him, and the Benefit of Forreign AC.

We 
muſt acknowledge that all our Lives in-him, were at 
the Mercy of that one Bullet : | And 'twas ſurely the 
God of Battles in his unſpeakable Mercy and Pros . / 
vidence preſerved us. 1f Thouſands of us had dyed, | 
the Enemy would not have cared for us: And not- | 
withſtanding they loft the Battle, yet. they would - | 
have eounted it a Vitory, and their lofs ſufficient-. 
ly Ballanced- by . the fangle Life. of his preſent Ma- . 
jcſty. 'Tis certain they would-willingly have given 
their Army. for it. And this alone is. ſufficient to. . 
teach us how to value-it, and what thanks we owe. 
to God for preſerving it. 

In ſhort, we had not, neither have we yet in. * 
our utmoſt view, another chance to ſave us,. our 
Tiberties, . Eftates or Refigion,. but. this one, of His . 
Majefties coming to the reſcue of theſe Kingdoms : 
And' his undertaking it has been carried on by ſuch 
a miraculous Chain of Providences, that we muſt ac- 
knewledge, it is by the Grace of God, that William . 
and Mary are, now our King and'Queen. Perhaps 
they have more viſtble reaſons to put that in their 

_ Titles, than ary Princes in Chriftendom. 

Let us therefore own-the whole of our Deliverance 
to be a worF/of God, and aſcribe it intirely to him, 
witho uming any part.of it to our ſelves God 
in his. Providence has ſo ordered the matter, . that 
]ve, in #hjs place, have had no hand in it,- or. pre- 
tence to it» Ang as for others, it plainly appears 
not to be ſomuch a work of man, or carried' on by * 
humane means, as by the over-ruling Providence of. 
God. "Twas manifeſtly God, rather than.the Peo- 

ple, ſet our King and Queen on. the Throne. The 
ople Obſtrufted it as much as they could, by their 
Diyifions 3 the , Nobles Oppoſed it; the Mighty 
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ftsod np-to hinder it; the Nations Combined again - 
it; but God had.them in'Derifion, and not only dew. 
tivered their Majeſties from the Striving of the pegs 
Ple, but alſo. made them their Head. *Tis He, the - 
moſ# High,. that Ruleth in the Kingdom of Men, and 
giveth it 10 whomſoever be will, "Tis He raiſed up 
King Wiliam to be a Deliverer to us. And to ſum , 
up all, 'Tis He that delivered us from ſo great a death, - 
aud doth deliver :-. In. wbom. we Truſt that be will yet 
deliver us. . And therefore to him be the ole glory 
of it. 

And now; that God has ſo fignally appeared for . 
us, let -us .( which was the Second. General Head I * 
propoſed ) Confider what Returns we ate Obliged _ 
to make him. .

that he Delivered us. He had Certainly a Peculiar 
defign in ſaving us from the Hands of our Ene».. 
mies, by ſo many and ſo Remarkable; Previdences, . 
even that we might ſerve him without. fear. Let vs . 
therefore Employ thoſe Zves, Liberties, Eflates and + 
Churches to his ſervice, that he has preſerved for 
us,. and reftored to us. Let us avoid thoſe provos.. 
cations that induced him to bring ſuch Heavy. Jud 
ments upon us; and let us. Remember, how . Eaſy 
it is for him to bring us to a condition much worſe, _ 
than that from whence he delivered us; and' af» 
fure our ſelves, that if inſtead of ſerving him, we 
ferve bis Enemies the Devil, and our Zzfts, he; will - 
make. his- Providence as fignal in our: future-pu- 
nifſhment, as-it' has been in-our preſent Deliverance. 
Tt were Eafy to point- but the fins. that provoked : 
God, and Occaftioned our late Sufferings, and-the 
fme cauſes will always have the ſame Effefts, : 

24ly, Let us own/God's goodneſs to us:in ourilate 
Sufferings,  how-in the midf}, of his. anger, he re- 
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membred Mercy ; how: he made our Sufferings eas 
fier 'to us than we expetted,. and relieved us ſooner 
than we could have reaſonably imagined 3 he con- 
tinned us amongſt the living, when we expetted 
Death: He gave us Hearts to bear up under our 
Prefſures, and-made us- Unanimous and kind to one 
another; He preſeryed-us from Famine aud Pe/ſti- 
lexce, which we feared, and granted: us, for the moſt 
part, Opportunity. of Meeting together, to Wore 
thip him.; and in many things rather afforded our 
Enemies an occaſion of ſhewing their Malice, and 
wicked Intentions:againit us, than of Executing 
them. So that we mnſt- acknowledge with: the 
Pſalmif#, That. the Lord bas-Chaftned, aud Correfed 
us, but bath not given us over unto Death. | 
igdly, Let ns be thankful to God for our Deli- 

'werers; | and thankful'to them for the great- Pains 
they have taken, and the great Dangers they have 
run'to effe&t it. This is in a manner all-we can 
return them at preſent, for all the Pains and Coſts 
they have been at for-us:: and for all the Genero- 
ſity. they have ſhewed towards ns : - Our Enemies 
having diſabled us in: a great Meaſure, either to 
help! ourſelves, or make any Retribution to them. 
However, what we can do, let us do-cheerfully. . And 
tet us retorn/at lea our: hearty acknowledgments 
and-Prayers to God for them; Eſpecially -for their 
Majeſties,. whoſe Parts have been: ſo fignal in it, that 
they: revive in our Minds the Memories of the An» 
-cient Heroes, the Kings: of - England: the Edwards, 
. Henries, and ( of Queens ) the tam'd Elizabeth, that 
[ made-us fafe at home, and dreadful- tg our Neig!:- 
'povirs-: if we conſider! whas we have ſeen-the King 
do in Ireland; and whatpart her Majeſty in the mean 
time atted in England; it muft be, our own faults 
-. we are, not. a. bappy. People, ynder;ſuch PrInects 
k 24. 0:20 all 
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and we*muſt be very ungrateful both to God and 
Them, if we are not ſenſible of his Goodneſs in 
bleſſing us with ſuch Governors; either of which 
feems capable of Governing much larger Territories, 
than they yet poſſeſs. And I hope'as they are Entze 
Hed'to them, (o in time they will acquzre them. 
4thly. Let us ſpare no pains nor coſts to perfeft 
- this happy Work of our Deliverance : And let us're- 
member that if this had not happened, we muſt have 
toft our Zj#ates and Ziberty, and perhaps together 
with them, our Zives. Who would not within theſe 
laſt Three Years have given one half of his Eftate: 
to ſave the other ? And then what great matter if 
we give half of our In-comes for ſome Years, to En- 
able Their Majefties to ſecure the whole to us, fince 
whatever it coſt us, *tis but reſtoring part of what 
we have ſaved, or had Reſtored by their Means. 
5thly. Let us not grulge or murmur at the Hard- 
ſhips, or Difficulties, with which we may be 09- 
liged to ſtruggle for a few Years. No great Cure was 
ever perfetted without putting the Patient to ſome 
pain; and then why ſhould we expet-it? - Thoſe 
that ſaw not what we ſuffered under the Late Go- 
vernment, may think ſome things hard at preſent. 
But I obſerve that the Peopte of this Kingdom, that 
feem to have the greateſt Canſe to complain, are 
beſt ſatisfied ; Which gives us reaſon to ſuſpeR, that 
i any complain, *tis rather from their diffatisfaQtion 
with the preſent Government, than their Particu- 
lar Uneaſineſs. And I am afraid ſome among us 
are become like the Roman Commgn-Wealth in the 
Time of SyPa, which as the Hiftarian obſerves, could 
neither indure its Wonnds nor its Remedy: *Tis want- 
of Experience in the World for any one to Expett, 
that ſuch a great Revolution ſhould be brought a. 
bout, without Expoſing many to Hardſhips and 
Difhculcies...

Difficulties. But he that bas Patience fba# ſee the end 
of his Hope. 

Laftly, Let us lay aſide all Animo/ities amongſt our 
ſelves, and all Firulency againft our Enemies. Let 
us be Charitable to the Diftrefled and mindful of 

thoſe that have not yet obtained their Share in this 
Deliverance ; Let us perform our Yows and Engage- 
ments to God, which we made in our Difreſs;, Let us 
lay aſide ſelf-intereſt, and ſet our ſelves to lay the 
Foundations of a ſolid Pzace, in Ficty and Fuftice, 
That the God of Peace may delight to bleſs us and 
our Governours; and grant us an intire Vittory 
over our Enemies, a Happy Union and Agreement 
amongft our ſelves, and Minifter unto us many 
more occafions of Thankſgiving.
